denyingthe City's Motion for Rehearing of 

Decision 92-21;  the arbitrator's decision and 
award dated May 22, 1992;  the City's Motion 
for Rehearing and Reconsideration dated 
June 11, 1992 ;  the Union's objection thereto 
dated June 17, 1992  and its decision 
(DecisionNo. 92-124,  July 14, 1 9 9 2 )  again denying 
r ehea r inq ,  noting that the arbitrator's award 
had already been issued. 

5 .  	 It reviewed the memorandum opinion of the 
New Hampshire Supreme Courtin Appeal of the 
City of Manchester (No. 9 2 - 4 7 5 ,  November 18,  1 9 9 2 )
in which the Court found the City's appeal to stay
